"NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. A new section is added to chapter 28A. 655
RCWto read as foll ows:

For each high school student who was not successful on any or al
of the content areas of the high school Washington assessnent of
student learning, either initially or after subsequent retakes of the
assessnent:

(1) The school district shall wupdate the student [earning plan
requi red under RCW 28A. 655. 061;

(2) The school district shall arrange a conference that is, when
possible, led by the student, for the student, the student's parent or
guardi an, and a representative from the school or school district to
di scuss the renedial extended learning activities the district wll
provide wunder section 2 of +this act and explain the student's
opportunity to participate in courses, prograns, and other steps that
the student can take to assist the student in neeting the state
academ c standards and assi st the student to graduate;

(3) If the student is in out-of-honme care as defined by RCW
13.34.030, the school district shall include the student's social
wor ker assigned from the departnent of social and health services in
t he student-I|ed conference.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. A new section is added to chapter 28A. 655
RCWto read as foll ows:

Moneys appropriated for the purpose of providing renediation for
students who were not successful on any or all of the content areas of
the high school Wshington assessnent of student |earning shall be
allocated to school districts by the superintendent of public
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instruction in accordance with the biennial appropriations act. School
districts shall expend the funds on renedial extended |[earning
activities as provided in this section.

(1) Renedial extended l|learning activities may include sunmer
school, before and after school progranms, Saturday classes, skill
sem nars, assessnent preparation, intensive courses during the school
year, and in-school or out-of-school tutoring.

(2) The superintendent of public instruction shall review avail abl e
remedi al extended | earning activities and shall provide information to
districts about these activities. Renedi al extended |earning
activities may occur on the school canpus, via the internet using the
digital learning commons or other providers of online courses and
materials, or at other locations and tines that neet student needs.

(3) Wthin avail abl e funds, any student who was not successful on
any or all of the content areas of the high school Washington
assessnment of student learning nmay participate in renedial extended
| earning activities.

(4) Funding shall be provided based on students served in renedial
extended | earning activities.

Sec. 3. RCW 28A.230.195 and 2005 c¢ 217 s 1 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

(1) If students' scores on the test or assessnents under RCW
28A. 655. 070 indicate that students need help in identified areas, the
school district shall evaluate its instructional practices and nake
appropri ate adj ustnents.

(2) Each school district shall notify the parents or guardi ans of
each student of their child' s performance on the test and assessnents
conducted under this chapter. |If a student is in out-of-hone care as
defined by RCW 13.34.030, the district shall also notify the assigned
social worker fromthe departnment of social and health services.

(3) Notification to the parent, guardian, or assigned social worker
of the assessnent results for a student who was not successful on any
or all of the content areas of the high school WAshi ngton assessnent of

student | earning shall include the follow ng additional informtion:
(a) A description of the skill areas in which the student needs
i nprovenent
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(b) The student's opportunity to participate in courses, prograns,
and other steps that the student can take to denonstrate that he or she
has gained the necessary skills and know edge and assist the student to
gr aduat e;

(c) The availability and inportance of renedial extended | earning
activities and how to access these prograns;

(d) Information about the next available opportunity for the
student to retake the assessnent, possible alternative assessnents, and
ot her options for high school conpletion; and

(e) Information about how the parent or guardian can view a copy of
the assessnent and conpare it to the student's results.

Sec. 4. RCW 28A.655.070 and 2005 ¢ 497 s 106 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

(1) The superintendent of public instruction shall develop
essential academc learning requirenents that identify the know edge
and skills all public school students need to know and be able to do
based on the student |earning goals in RCW28A. 150. 210, devel op student
assessnments, and inplement the accountability recomendations and
requests regardi ng assistance, rewards, and recognition of the state
board of educati on.

(2) The superintendent of public instruction shall:

(a) Periodical ly revise the essential academ c | ear ni ng
requi renents, as needed, based on the student |earning goals in RCW
28A. 150. 210. Goal s one and two shall be considered primary. To the
maxi mum ext ent possi bl e, the superintendent shall integrate goal four
and the know edge and skill areas in the other goals in the essenti al
academ c | earning requirenents; and

(b) Review and prioritize the essential academ c | earning
requi renents and identify, with clear and concise descriptions, the
grade |evel content expectations to be assessed on the Washington
assessnment of student Ilearning and used for state or federal

accountability pur poses. The review, prioritization, and
identification shall result in nore focus and targeting with an
enphasis on depth over breadth in the nunber of grade |evel content
expectations assessed at each grade |evel. Grade |evel content

expectations shall be articulated over the grades as a sequence of
expectations and performances that are logical, build with increasing
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depth after foundational know edge and skills are acquired, and
reflect, where appropriate, the sequential nature of the discipline.
The office of the superintendent of public instruction, within seven
wor ki ng days, shall post on its web site any grade |evel content
expectations provided to an assessnent vendor for use in constructing
t he Washi ngton assessnent of student | earning.

(3) In consultation wth the state board of education, the
superintendent of public instruction shall maintain and continue to
develop and revise a statewi de academ c assessnent system in the
content areas of reading, witing, mathematics, and science for use in
the el ementary, mddl e, and high school years designed to determne if
each student has mastered the essential academ c |earning requirenents
identified in subsection (1) of this section. School districts shall
adm ni ster the assessnents under gui delines adopted by the
superintendent of public instruction. The academ c assessnent system
shall include a variety of assessnment nethods, including criterion-
referenced and performance- based neasures.

(4) If the superintendent proposes any nodification to the
essential academ c |learning requirenents or the statew de assessnents,
then the superintendent shall, upon request, provide opportunities for
t he education commttees of the house of representatives and the senate
to review the assessnents and proposed nodifications to the essenti al
academ c learning requirenents before the nodifications are adopted.

(5) (a) The assessnment system shall be designed so that the results
under the assessnent system are used by educators as tools to eval uate
instructional practices, and to initiate appropriate educational
support for students who have not mnastered the essential acadenc
learning requirenents at the appropriate periods in the student's
educati onal devel opnent.

(b) Assessnents neasuring the essential academ c |earning
requirenents in the content area of science shall be available for
mandatory use in mddle schools and hi gh schools by the 2003-04 school
year and for mandatory use in elenentary schools by the 2004-05 school
year unless the legislature takes action to delay or prevent
i npl emrentation of the assessnent.

(6) By Septenber 2007, the results for reading and nathematics
shall be reported in a format that will allow parents and teachers to
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determ ne the academic gain a student has acquired in those content
areas from one school year to the next.

(7) To assist parents and teachers in their efforts to provide
educational support to individual students, the superintendent of
public instruction shall provide as nuch individual student perfornmance
information as possible within the constraints of the assessnent
systems item bank. The superintendent shall also provide to schoo
districts:

(a) Informati on on classroom based and ot her assessnents that may
provi de additional achievenent information for individual students; and

(b) Review a collection of diagnhostic tools that educators may use
to evaluate the academ c status of individual students particularly
students who were not successful on one or nore of the content areas of

the high school Washington assessnent of student | earning. The
superi ntendent shall identify diagnostic assessnents that are avail abl e

and distribute information to school districts on how to access the
di agnostic assessnents, including putting such information on the
internet web site of the office of the superintendent of public
instruction. The tools shall be designed to be inexpensive, easily
adm ni stered, and quickly and easily scored, with results provided in
a format that may be easily shared with parents and students.

(8 To the maxinmum extent possible, the superintendent shal
i ntegrate know edge and skill areas in devel opnment of the assessnents.

(9) Assessnents for goals three and four of RCW 28A. 150. 210 shal
be integrated in the essential academc |earning requirenents and
assessnents for goals one and two.

(10) The superintendent shall devel op assessnents that are directly
related to the essential academc |learning requirenents, and are not
bi ased toward persons with different |earning styles, racial or ethnic
backgrounds, or on the basis of gender.

(11) The superintendent shall consider nethods to address the
uni que needs of special education students when developing the
assessnments under this section.

(12) The superintendent shall consider nethods to address the
uni que needs of highly capabl e students when devel opi ng the assessnents
under this section.

(13) The superintendent shall post on the superintendent's web site
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lists of resources and npdel assessnents in social studies, the arts,
and health and fitness.

Sec. b. RCW 28A. 655. 200 and 2005 c¢ 217 s 2 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

(1) ((Fhe—tegtstature—Hnds—that—the—mandatory—normrelerenced

learning.)) In the absence of nandatory, statew de, normreferenced
assessnents, the legislature intends to permt school districts to

offer normreferenced assessnents ((at—the—distriets—owr—expense))
and naeke di agnostic tools avail abl e ((that—provide—+nformationthat—+s

at—east—as—valuable—as—thei+ntormton—eHmnated—under—chapter— 217
Laws—ef—2005)) if funding is provided for diagnostic assessnents for

early intervention before the high school Washington assessnent of
student | earning.

(2) In addition to the diagnostic assessnents provided under
subsection (5) of this section, school districts may, at their own
expense, adm nister normreferenced assessnents to students.

(3) By Septenber 1, 2005, subject to available funds, the office of
t he superintendent of public instruction shall post on its web site for
voluntary use by school districts, a guide of diagnostic assessnents.
The assessnents in the guide, to the extent possible, shall include the
characteristics listed in subsection (4)((a)—threugh—{e})) of this
section.

(4) ((By Septenber 1, 2006, subject to the availability of anounts
approprated—For—this—speetfie—purpoese)) By Septenber 1, 2007, the

office of the superintendent of public instruction shall ((reke
avatableto-—sechool—distriets)) have identified diagnostic assessnents
that hel p inprove student |earning and shall nake information about how
districts nmay access these assessnents readily available via its web
site. To the greatest extent possible, the assessnents shall be:

(a) Aligned to the state's grade | evel expectations;

(b) Individualized to each student's perfornmance | evel;

(c) Admnistered efficiently to provide results either imrediately
or within tw weeks;

(d) Capable of nmeasuring individual student growh over tine and
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all owi ng student progress to be conpared to other students across the
country; ((and))

(e) Readily available to parents; and

(f) Cost-effective.

(5 If funds are appropriated, the superintendent of public
instruction shall reinburse school districts for admnistration of
di agnostic assessnents in grades nine and ten for the purpose of
identifying academ ¢ weaknesses and devel oping targeted instructional
strategies to assist students before the high school WAashington
assessnent of student | earning.

(6) The office of the superintendent of public instruction is
encouraged to offer at ((thet+)) statewwde and regional staff
devel opment activities training opportunities that would assist
practitioners in:

(a) The interpretation of diagnostic assessnents; and

(b) Application of instructional strategies that wll increase
student | earning based on diagnostic assessnent data.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 6. A new section is added to chapter 28A. 300
RCWto read as foll ows:

Subject to the availability of funds appropriated for this purpose,
the superintendent of public instruction shall negotiate statew de
contracts with providers of online courses, materials, and di agnostic
assessnments to provide renedial extended learning activities and
prerenmedi ati on and postrenedi ati on assessnents under section 2 of this
act. The superintendent shall act as a broker between school districts
that elect to use the courses, materials, or assessnents offered by a
provi der and the provider in order to facilitate contract negotiati ons,
ensure consi stent and equitable contract termns, and reduce
adm ni strative burden on both parties. Nothing in this section prevents
a school district from independently negotiating contracts wth
provi ders of online courses, materials, or diagnostic assessnents.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 7. RCW 28A.230.195 is recodified as a new
